MILESTONES 
In Lansford’s March Of Progress 


1791—Philip Ginder, a trapper, discovered anthracite on the hillside south of Panther Creek. 


1793—Lehigh Coal Mine Company, first to mine anthracite in America, was organized and began 
operations on land now part of Summit Hill Borough. 


= 1820—J osiah White, Erskine Hazard and George F. A, Hauto organized the Lehigh Coal and Nav- 


igation Company, took over the property of the Lehigh Coal Mine Company and began 
expanding mining operations in Summit Hill and in the valley below. A few scattered 
houses began appearing in the valley area, later to be the cradle of Lansford. 


1846—The Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company constructed planes connecting its old Switchback 
shipping ‘station in Summit Hill with new mines in the valley. Miners getting closer to 
their valley jobs, moved from Summit Hill and settled on The Upper and The Lower Streets 
of Ashton, now West Abbott and West Bertsch Streets, Lansford. 


1847—First schoolhouse opened on Upper Street of Ashton. 


1850—First church, The Welsh Congregational Church, dedicated in Ashton on Christmas Day. 


1869—L..C. and N. Company began driving its No. 7 tunnel, north of Lansford, through the 
mountain to Hauto Valley, thus creating a gradeless route to railroad shipping centers in 
Mauch Chunk. The company then transferred its shipping and administration offices from 
Summit Hill to Lansford, giving Lansford new impetus in its development. 


1876—Several villages in the valley combined and were granted charter as Borough of Lansford. 
The town took its name from Asa Lansford Foster, pioneer storekeeper and geologist, 


1885—American Volunteer Fire Company organized in Lansford. 

1888—Lansford got electric street lighting. 

1897—Trolleys came to Lansford, 

1899—Ridge Street, Lansford, was paved, the first paved street in the community. 
1912—Town was provided free mail delivery. 

1927—All streets in Lansford paved. 


1941—Lansford, from August 27 through Labor Day of that. year, celebrated the 150th anniver- 
sary of the discovery of anthracite by Philip Ginder. . 


1946—Lansford celebrates the 100th anniversary of its original settlement. 
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OUR STORY : 


“Cradled In Anthracite” 
By RUSSEL THOMAS 


The August sun was beating down on the wilderness that was The Valley of the Pan- 
ther Water. 

It was the year 1791 and few white men had set foot in that valley or upon its verdant 
uae A lonely trapper paused on the hill to the south and decided to prepare his noonday 
meal.

There, alone with his thoughts, Philip Ginder began kicking up rocks with which to build 
a crude fireplace. He booted aside a sod and beheld a strange black stone,* Casual search on his 
part uncovered similar black stones and out of them he constructed his fireplace. 


Soon he had his small fire burning. Startled, he saw that his rough fireplace had become 
a miniature inferno. The black stones were burning slowly and with a heat whose intensity 
he had never experienced. 

He took a sample of this strange mineral to Colonel Jacob Weiss at Fort Allen, an army 
garrison to the south of Sharpe Mountain. Colonel Weiss, a man of wisdom, was impressed with 
its burning qualities and took it to Philadelphia for analysis. The minerologists there decided : 
that it was a form of coal, harder and more lasting as fuel than the so-called “Virginia coal” pre- : 
viously discovered in the colonies, E 

Colonel Weiss was not one to ignore the knock of opportunity. He displayed the new coal : 
to Michael Hillegas, first Treasurer of the United States, and to Charles Cist, a printer of means. 
These three became partners in the first attempt to exploit the new mineral. E 

They had Philip Ginder take them to the hillside where he found the black stones, They 
secured a large parcel of that hillside land and organized the Lehigh Coal Mine Company which 
mined anthracite for the first time in 1793. 

Men came to work the mines and settled a village atop Sharpe Mountain that later became 
known as Summit Hill, Thus civilization first came to Panther Creek Valley, in which the Borough 
of Lansford now nestles in its crade of anthracite. 

The Lehigh Coal Mine Company failed, Then in 1820, a young man named Josiah White : 
came from Philadelphia to investigate the source of the hard coal he had found useful in hig nail : 
plant. He interested two other men of capital, namely, Erskine Hazard and George F, A, Hauto, : 
and organized the Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company in another attempt to exploit the “black : 
magic” with success and profit. 3 

Josiah White’s company succeeded and has survived to this day. As his company expand- ? 
ed in the Valley of the Panther Creek new men came to work the mines and new villages came ? 
into existence. 

Among them was Ashton, with its two streets, that was founded in 1846. There, on the 
streets now known as West Bertsch and West Abbott, Lansford was given its municipal birth. 
It was a village of a few score families whose hard- working men merely picked the site because it 
was near the new tunnels driven by “the company.” Those tunnels were numbered No, 7, No. 8, and 
No. 9. 

Soon miners settled in other parts of the Valley and there were villages known as Storm 
Hill, (now Ridge Street), Liberty Hill, (East Patterson Street), Mechanicsville, (East of Leisen- 
ring Street), Waxtown, Cocktown and others. 

All were but a collection of homes built near the mines where the men worked. 

In 1876 a union of all these villages was accomplished and their citizens were granted a 
municipal charter as The Borough of Lansford. 

The town had grown from its struggling infancy to a confident adulthood, ready to chal- 
lenge all obstacles and to keep step with the progress of a young but thriving nation, 

It is the American way of living that work and opportunity attract only the more stur- 
dy of mankind. Thus there came to Lansford strong men of many nations. They were of all 
creeds but they had desires in common—freedom, tolerance and security. 

They made Lansford grow. Through one hundred years men and women ‘of Lansford 
have looked forward, never back, and have reaped the fruits of their faith and hard work. 

They are good neighbors in a neighborly town. Originating from all parts of the world, 
these families have lived in a veritable melting pot that has blended all into a friendly community 
of good Americans. : 

Together they look with pride upon the past hundred years of accomplishment and gaze : 
with confidence and faith into the hundred years of the future.

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Episode 2— CREATION BALLET 


‘The forces of Nature are sometimes helpful and sometimes disastrous to Mankind. We symbolize this 
in a ballet spectacle showing the forces of Nature in submission to Man’s will. 


Episode 3 — THE INDIAN 


The Indians, being the first inhabitants in our country, played an important part in the forward move- 
ment of civilization. We will join a band of Iriquoigs Indians going about finding a home and doing their daily 
tasks. They are interrupted by a runner bringing an important message. A declaration of war is made by their 
Indian chief. A ceremonial war dance. 


Episode 4— THE FAMOUS WALKING PURCHASE TABLEAUX 


In 1737 the White Man reached what is now Carbon County for the first time. There had been agree- 
ments between William Penn and tribes in the territory. Penn made what he called his Walking Purchase 
Agreement in that year. It was agreed that the White Man could have all the land that could be covered by a 


man in three days of walking from Philadelphia. Three men took the walk for Penn, and it is recorded that 
they reached Tobyhanna Creek at the northern tip of what is now Carbon County. 


Episode 5 — MORAVIAN MASSACRE 


The first known settlement in Carbon County was established in 1746 when a company of Moravians 
settled here, which they called Gnaden Hutten at the mouth of Mahoning Creek and later moved to what is 
now known as Weissport Borough. 


Indians rose up in November, 1755. They raided, killed and burned down villages. Stories of ferocity 
and pitiless brutality on the part of the Indians were told about this massacre. 


Episode 6 — THE DISCOVERY OF ANTHRACITE 


In 1791 Philip Ginder, a hunter and trapper, was roaming the hillside south of what is now Lansford. 
He was a lonely man and he made his home where he made his campfire. He built a fire and, according to 
legend, piled some black rocks around it to create a crude fireplace. The black rock got red hot. 


Ginder, impressed, took a sample of the black rock to Colonel] Jacob Weiss, at Fort Allen. Colonel 
Weiss, apparently, was the colonial big shot of the day—the rich man, the governor and the military boss. 
Colonel Weiss, a smart chap, saw possibilities in the black stuff and he took it to Philadelphia where he dis- 
played it to Michael Hillegas, first Treasurer of the U.S., and Charles Cist, who operated a printing establish- 
ment. They experimented with the stuff and agreed that it was a hard coal, different from the coal found in 
other sections—known as Virginia Coal (soft coal). 


Episode 7 — INCORPORATION TABLEAU 


Some time after Philip Ginder’s discovery, the Company was formed here. It is illustrated by a steel 
tableau consisting of a committee with Col. Weiss, Printer Cist, Michael Hillegas, and the finder, Philip Ginder, 
with four associates. 


Episode 8 — WEDDING SCENE 


The era of peace and contentment and happiness followed where normal living was paramount. We — 


join a delightful wedding at the First Welsh Church on the upper road of Lansford. 


Episode 9 — SWITCHBACK RAILROAD 


The problem of getting coal from Summit Hill to the river port of Mauch Chunk had to be solved. This 
resulted in the building and completion of the switchback railroad. The railroad ran completely by gravity 
with men on hand to cut the speed when necessary as they went down the hill. The cars were pulled back 
by mules. There was a one track system for years. The switchback operated in that way until 1861. Then came 
the regular railroad. For seventy years to follow the switchback was operated as a scenic ride. For a number 
of years trolleys made the gravity trip and were pulled up the plane. 
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Episode 10 — THE FIRST SCHOOL 


We can all remember our old school days of happy frolicing youth. We try to bring a typical schoo] day 
of a hundred years ago, complete with dunce, lessons and carefree happy children, 


Episode 11 — THE HAUTO TUNNEL 


In the early 1870’s, the company bored the Hauto Tunnel to expedite railroad shipments to Mauch 
Chunk. This was another boom to Lansford. We look in on the dedication complete with brass band and torch 
light brigade. 


Episode 12 — THE FIRST STORE , : : 


When the first store was opened in Lansford, the natives were rejoiced to know that they will be able 
to exchange and get the products from the nearby comzzunilics. This occurred approximately in the year 1846. 
This was indeed a happy occasion and the townsfolk all were there for the grand opening. 


Episode 13 — NATIONALITIES 


The increase in coal demands from this area brought to Lansford many nationalities who settled and 
made their homes here. The Welsh mined the first coal at Springdale. Then came the Irish, the Dutch, Slovaks, 
Italians, the French, and many others came later. This is symbolized in the gay colored costumes of the various 
countries worn by our youth today. 


Episode 14 — SUMMIT HILL FIRE BALLET 


The fires in Summit Hill took many years to extinguish and even today they are still existing in many 
parts of the mountain. The men working day and night to dig it out and the fire, we symbolize by the lovely 
dancing girls in their colorful fire costumes. 


Episode 15 — CIVIL WAR 


Lansford did its part in giving men to fight the Civil War. Their quota was small compared to larger 
communities, but for the size of Lansford, they gave more than their share. We see the officers recruit from the 
townspeople. 


Episode 16 — GAY NINETIES 


Growth was steady in the period after the Civil War. There were the usual post war labor problem 
troubles caused by the usual post war price inflation. Then came the era of gaiety and happiness. The barber- 
shop quartet, the old fire engine, the old car, gaiety, laughter—yes, this was the Gay Nineties. 


Episode 17 — THE WORLD AT WAR 


1917—The world safe for democracy — we thought so then. 
1941—-Struggle for the survival of our way of life. 
Tableau—The Stars and Stripes at Iwo Jima. 


Episode 18 —
